SCHOOL RHEL. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, we respectfully 
submit the following report of the public schools of Richmond, 
for the year ending March 1, 1876. 

There has been expended for the support of schools the 
sum of $1,295.71. The aggregate number of weeks of 
school, 214 1-2; whole number of scholars attending, 190; 
average sfefidance. 144.93; cost per scholar, $6.75; cost 
per scholar based upon the average attendance, $8.86; total 
number of days’ absence. 860; tardiness, 185 ; dismissals, 39 ; 
whole number of visits by parents and others, 601; number 
of visits made by Superintending Committee, 46. 

In looking over the list of visitors in the registers of 1875, 
we were sorry not to have seen the name of every parent and 
guardian. Parents do not always realize the encouragement 
that these visits would give to both teacher and pupils; and, 
more than this, we should realize that we are oftentimes sub- 
mitting our children to the control of an entire stranger, 
seemingly without a thought for their welfare. 

In our opinion, there are but few schools in which the read- 
ing and spelling exercises have received the attention which 
they ought. It is a deplorable fact that there are but very 
few really good readers in our schools. We do not call all 
good readers who can readily and rapidly pronounce all the 
words of the lesson; they should strive to enter as much as 
possible into the spirit of the piece; should endeavor to read 
as though the thoughts upon the page were their own; should 
they do this, we should have readers of which we should 
justly be proud. 

In some instances, we have noticed a desire to pass over 
more ground than could be thoroughly understood. The 
scholar’s motto should be, ‘‘Not how much, but how well.” 
One principle thoroughly learned and understood is much 
better than two half learned. 
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We are happy to be able to show a good increase of regu- 
lar attendance and punctuality over last year, giving evidence 
of an increased interest taken in our schools. There has 
been no serious act of disobedience or insubordination during 
the past year. The teachers have, in most instances, labored 
earnestly and faithfully, and the progress of the scholars is 
very gratifying. 

We are sorry to report that very little improvement has 
been made in our school houses during the past year, many 
of them being very uncomfortable and inconvenient. It is 
necessary that they should be furnished with a large dictionary, 
outline maps, and a globe. 

We wish to render our thanks to Prudential Committees, 
parents, teachers and pupils, for the kind, courteous treat- 
ment which we have uniformly received. | 

We will now call your attention to the following Special 
Reports, in which we have aimed to show justly and impar- 
tially the progress made in our schools for the past year. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


District No. 1.—The Summer Term was under the in- 
struction of Miss Nellie L. Norwood, of Richmond, who has , 
taught the school for four terms. ‘The school was a success, 
giving entire satisfaction to the parents, scholars and Com- 
mittee. The exercises at the close, for so small a school, 
were very interesting ; the examination being made without the 
use of text books, was free, thorough and practical, and the 
answers prompt and correct. Miss Norwood has made her- 
self a good teacher by her love for the profession, and making 
herself so familiar with the text books required to be used as 
not to be hampered with them in the school room. 

The Fall Term of 9 weeks was taught by Miss L. Isabel 
Cass, of Richmond, with very good success. Miss Cass is 
young, and this her second term in the school room in the 
capacity of a teacher; being herself a thorough scholar, she 
strives to thoroughly instruct her pupils, winning from them 
both love and respect. With experience, she will rank as 
one of our best teachers. Ada J. Conway, Ada A. Whipple, 
Willie M. Evans, and G. Eddie Conway were neither tardy 
or absent during the first, and Belle A. Conway and Mary E. 
Atherton during the last term. 
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No. 2.—The Spring Term was taught by Miss Jennie M. 
McAlister, who has been employed in this district four suc- 
cessive terms, which fact certainly goes to show that her 
method of teaching and the result of her instruction has been 
satisfactory to the district. We should have been pleased to 
have seen the pupils evince a little more interest in their 
studies and considerable more life in their recitations; and 
until they do, they will fail to advance in their studies as they 
might and ought. Florence A. Combs, Ada M. Lawrence, 
Katie S. Lawrence, Gertie M. Combs, Nellie J. Lawrence; 
Eddie Ballou and Leslie H. Martin were neither absent or 
tardy throughout the term. 

The Fall Term was under the instruction of Miss Nellie F. 
Read. Although the school was short, the pupils made rapid 
advancement, and were thorough in their studies. Miss 
Read’s love and sympathy for the children, combined with the 
ability to instruct them, made her peculiarly adapted to the 
school room, making the exercises both interesting and profit- 
able. A great improvement in regard to regular attendance 
has been made during the past year; the aggregate loss by 
absence during the Fall term of 1874 being 137 1-2 days, 
and only 22 in both terms of 1875. Florence A. Combs, 
Ada W. Lawrence, Katie 8. Lawrence, and Leslie H. Martin, 
were neither tardy or absent during the term. 

No. 3.—This school, as reported last year, has the fewest 
scholars of any in town. It should be anited with District 
No. 4, which has also but few scholars; the best interests of 
both districts demand it. Both terms of school were taught 
by Miss M. Jennie Howard, with good success. It was her 
first school, but she appeared to understand her work, and the 
progress and interest was all that could be expected in so 
small a school. Medora and Rosetta Taylor were neither 
tardy nor absent during the first, and Cora and Frank Ellis, 
during the last term. 

No. 4-——There has been only one term in this district, com- 
mencing October 8th, and continuing 12 weeks. ‘They were 
fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. Nellie F. Spooner, 
who had charge of the school the preceding year. The order 
of the school was good and the pupils studious. Spelling 
was taught orally and by writing; the latter method is very 
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practical, and we should be pleased to have it practiced in all 
of our schools by those who are old enough tu write. At the 
closing examination the exercises were very satisfactory. 
The pupils manifested their appreciation of the labors of 
their teacher, on the last day of the term, by the present of a 
beautiful ‘‘ Album,” as a testimonial of their love towards 
her. Esther M. Cook, and Bertie C. Rich, were neither 
tardy nor absent during the term. 

No. 5.—Miss Mary G. Healey, of Winchester, has taught. 
this school during the last four successive terms. She is @ 
teacher of large experience, has labored faithfully, and is de- 
serving of much praise. ‘The exercises at the examination of 
both terms gave good satisfaction, showing that the hours 
spent in the school room had been profitably employed. The 
first class in arithmetic, geography, book-keeping and gram- 
mar recited so perfectly that not a question was missed, giving 
evidence of the advantage derived from having so efficient a 
teacher. The pupils were, rather backward in reading. If 
they would make a proficiency in this branch they must make 
it a study. During the first term there were 14 pupils who 
were neither tardy or absent, viz: Etta R. Twitchell, Attie 
H. Aldrich, Addie M. Aldrich, Esther M. Cook, Nellie J. 
Cook, Mary J. Mullen, Mabel F. Cook, Eva L. Ellor, Flora 
L. Ellor, Elliot W. Aldrich, Mylon N. Cook, Charlie A. 
Mullen, and Frank Cook; those during the last term were 
Nellie J. Cook, Flora L. Ellor, Mabel F. Cook, Gracie M. 
Cook, Orlan H. Martin, Walton I. Cook, Mylon N. Cook, 
and Frank Cook. 

No. 6.—The Summer Term of nine weeks was taught by 
Miss Mary G. Flagg. We visited the school at its com- 
mencement, and it seemed to be in a good condition. To 
manage this school judiciously requires a tact for teaching and 
talent to interest and control small children. Perhaps a few 
more visits from the parents would encourage both teacher 
and pupil. We did not find all the exercises at the closing 
examination quite as correct as we should like to have had 
them. Ida M. Jillson, Ida C. Weeks, Georgianna Jillson, 
Edna G. Jillson, Amos E. Beal, Everett H. Curtiss and Willie 
Starkey were neither tardy nor absent during the term. 

The Fall Term was taught by Miss Eva J. Dort, of Keene. 
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She has good natural abilities and a superior education, and is 
one who awakens in the minds of her pupils an interest in their 
studies, making the school room a pleasant place for them. 
The recitations in mental arithmetic were excellent; and the 
first class in written arithmetic were prepared to illustrate the 
principles which they had passed over by examples upon the 
board, explaining them promptly, to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. Good progress was made in the other branches, 
and the closing examination would have been interesting in 
the extreme had the pupils maintained suitable order. It 
scholars would realize that the object in attending school is 
to learn principles, in order that they may be able to apply 
them to their business in after life, and attend closely to their 
studies, every term of schvol, under the tuition of so able a 
teacher as Miss Dort, would be a success. She was univer- 
sally beloved by all her pupils. Marion M. Cass, Jennie M. 
Cass, Gracie L. Bryant, Mary E. Bliss, Ernie C. Pickering, 
Willie Starkey and Charlie H. Martin were neither tardy nor 
absent during the term. 

No. 7.—This school progressed finely under the instruction 
of Miss L. Isabel Cass. She is a young teacher from this 
town, and this is her first experience in school teaching. She 
succeeded admirably ; good order was maintained and the re- 
citations at the examination were accurate and prompt. Read- 
ing seemed to have been made a study, and due attention paid 
to the punctuation, accent and emphasis; this will prove to 
them a lasting benefit. This is one of the pleasantest and 
best disciplined schools in town, setting an example which 
some of the others would do well to follow. Those who were 
neither tardy nor absent were Isadore E. Clark, Mary E. God- 
dard, Lucy A. Ellis, Lizzie S. and Luther E. Cass. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Hattie A. Cass, a 
young and ambitious teacher from our own town. ‘The exam- 
ination at the close gave evidence that the advancement had 
been thorough. The writing of compositions during the term 
was made a specialty by some of the scholars, which practice 
should be more generally observed in all our schools. Ida L. 
Tuttle, Lucy A. Ellis, Lizzie S. Cass, Fred H. Tuttle and 
Willie O. Cass were neither tardy nor absent. 

No. 8.—There was only one term in this district, of 11 1-2

weeks, taught by Miss Mary A. Holton, of Hinsdale, with 
satisfactory results. The school was well disciplined, and 
prompt and thorough in recitations. 

No. 9.—This school, which, by vote of the districts, in- 
cludes No. 12, had, during the past year, 24 weeks of school, 
divided into three terms of 9, 6 and 9 weeks. The Summer 
Term was taught by Miss Nancie M. Holbrook, of Swanzey, 
with fair success. The Fall and Winter Terms were under the 
tuition of Miss Ida G. Corliss, of Swanzey. She was ener- 
getic and maintained good order. The classes in arithmetic 
and geography made good progress in their studies. The re- 
citation in grammar was not quite satisfactory. Minnie E. 
Bowen and Leon M. Abbott were neither tardy nor absent 
during the term. 

No. 10.—The Summer Term, under the instruction of 
Miss Hattie A. Cass, resulted in much improvement. The 
teacher, though young, was very persevering and energetic. 
Some of the scholars were rather backward, but, with her 
assistance and encouragement, strove to make a profitable 
use of their time. The closing examination proved more sat- 
isfactory than that of last year. Those wlfo were neither tardy 
or absent were Elmina A. Williams, Nellie G. Black, Mary E. 
Williams, Hattie E. Strickland, Esther M. Williams, Almon ' 
Cass, Carlon Cass, George W. Royleigh, Bennie H. and John 
F. Williams. - 

The Winter Term was taught by Mrs. Lovilla R. Taft, of 
Swanzey, with good results. The discipline was good, and 
most of the classes recited promptly and correctly. Almon 
and Carlon Cass were neither absent or tardy. 

No. 18.—The Summer Term, of 8 weeks, was taught by 
Miss L. Olive Barrus, of Richmond. This is the pleasantest 
school room ‘in town, made doubly pleasant for the teacher by 
the many happy and hopeful faces around her, indexes of 
minds eager to obtain knowledge. The scholars made a good 
degree of improvement, and were studious and orderly. We 
regret that we were favored with so few visits from the 
parents; perhaps as many as in most of the schools. It 
would greatly encourage both teacher and scholars if they 
would show by visiting that they were interested in our pro- 
gress. We would gladly welcome them at the school room. 
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Eva and Edgar U. Martin were neither absent or tardy during 
the term. 

‘The Winter Term commenced under the instruction of Miss 
Carrie Wood, of Keene, who, after teaching two weeks, was 
obliged to abandon the school on account of sickness. The 
remainder of the term was taught by Miss Mary A. Garfield, 
of Royalston, Mass. Miss Garfield is a teacher of large ex- 
perience, and has a tact for teaching. We were perfectly 
satisfied both with her method of instruction and the progress 
made by the scholars in their studies. Spelling by writing 
was practiced by the first class. Addie F. Martin, Walter I., 
and Edgar U. Martin, were neither absent nor tardy. 

No. 14.—Both terms in this District were taught by Miss 
E. M. Barrus, of Richmond, who labors faithfully and un- 
weariedly that the pupils may thoroughly understand what she 
teaches, her motto being ‘‘ Not how much, but how well;” her 
object being not to gain approbation, but that the scholars 
may receive a lasting benefit from her instruction. This 
school is an encouraging field in which to labor; the scholars, 
though young, are energetic, prompt, and reliable. It is a 
pleasure to teach them. Jennie M. Parker, and Julia E. 
Nelson, were neither tardy or absent during the first term. __ 

No. 16.—This is one of the smallest schools in town, there 
being only three scholars belonging to the district. The 
Summer term was instructed by Miss Alice R. Tucker, of this 
town. ‘The school was orderly, studious, and progressed well 
in their studies. Jennie M., and Alice C. Wheeler, were 
neither absent or tardy. 

Winter. This is the ‘th term taught in this district by 
Miss M. Alice Ingalls, with credit to herself, and to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. We think it is for the interest of 
the school that her services were retained. The recitations 
were prompt, and the pupils seemed to have gained a thorough 
knowledge of the ground which they had passed over. Jennie 
M. Wheeler, and Engar J. Ingalls, were neither absent or
